Canneries Begin Work with 
Expectations of Half Crop 


Adams county’s 
canneries 
which 
annually employ hundreds of men 
and women over a season lasting sev­ 
eral months began their first opera­ 
tions Friday and Saturday. Peas will 
he handled for the next two weeks. 
The long continued rains 
of the 
early spring prevented many of ihe 
farmers from planting the usual acre­ 
age and the canners say that not 
much more than half of the usual 
acreage has been put out. 
This will 
he 
reflected 
in 
a 
correspondingly 
smaller pack, and unless higher prices 
prevail a 
heavy 
loss 
will 
be ex­ 
perienced. 
At th'* same time it ii reported 
that the cherry crop is only about 
half the normal crop and that it is 
spotted. A number of growers reaped 
big returns from the cherries they 
sold to canneries last year, hut this 
is not to he repeated this season. 


Farmers report that the change in 
the weather came too late to save 
the wheat and that the yield will be 
only a fraction of normal. 
The har­ 
vest started during the past week in 
the southern part of Adams county 
on one or two farms, but it will not 
really get under way much before 
July *4. 
Indications are that the crops will 
not be as good this year as was the 
case in former years. 
The Hessian 
fly has taken a heavy toll of some of 
the wheat according to reports and 
the late spring will probably cause 
some damage. 
In contrast to the probability of 
a small wheat «rop, the clover and 
timothy hay crops bid fair to he un­ 
usually la r g e . 
In most sections the 
hay fields are in excellent shape. 
Cutting has been delayed because the 
wet weather interferes with the dry­ 
ing of hay.

Forest Fires in State this 
Year are Lowest on Record 


I 
The recurrent rains of the last few 
i months are held responsible for the 
| few forest fires which have occurred 
not only in Adams county but also in 
I the state of Pennsylvania during the 
I 
I present season. 
Forestry men are much elated at the 
extraordinarily small loss caused by 
j the fires during the last few months. 
According to Charles 
E. 
Dor worth, 
secretary of Forests and Waters, the 
loss this year has been*the lowest on 
record in the history of the depart­ 
ment. 
The report, a s announces! by the 
governor’s office, states $95,000 of the 
$100,000 Legislative deficiency appro- 
I priation for forest fire extinction will 
j be unexpended. 
“The personnel of the department,” 
it is said in the report, “feels proud 


' able weather conditions only $5000 of 
this 
deficiency 
appropriation 
was 
needed for fire control work.” 
Figures listed in the official state­ 
ment of the department’s activities 
during 
the recent months shows a 
total of 37,040 a c res burned over by 
064 fires up to and including June 22.

Members of the State Highway pa­ 
trol stations here have been instruct­ 
ed to make arrests for every violation 
of the motor laws relative to dirty, 
defaced and obscure license tags. 
Infractions of the law are punish­ 
able by fines of from $10 to $25 and 
Benjamin G. Eynon, registrar of mo­ 
tor vehicles, who issued the orders for 
prosecution, says the step was taken 
“reluctantly." 
“The Bureau of Motor Vehicles," he 
asserts, “has no desire to harass or 
annoy motorists, but the present situ­ 
ation compels drastic action." 
The bringing of prosecutions is the 
final step in an educational campaign 
conducted for some time to acquaint 
motorists with the requirements of the 
law in regard to the placing and con­ 
dition of license plates. 
This survey, 
conducted by the patrol, revealed 40 
per cent of all drivers are violating 
the motor code in this regard. 
Eynon also says “the reaction ap­ 
pears to he a studied disregard for 
the law amounting almost to open de­ 
fiance. 
This bureau cannot and will 
-not permit this to continue, instruc­ 
tions have gone forth to the highway 
patrol and I shall took to that or­ 
ganization to clean up the license plate 
situation. 
“The final warning note has bren 
sounded." 
F o r the information of motorists 
who may not know they are violating 
the law, Eynon suggests they take the 
time and trouble to view their plates 
at a distance of from 50 to IOO feet 
and at a 45-degree angle to determine 
for themselves whether or not their 
plates are visible and in keeping with 
the law.

Lord Fairfax 
acquired

upon which W inchester was built by 
grant from the King of England. The 
King further extended the grant to 
include all the land to the Potomac 
river and in this was embraced the 
Shenandoah Valley. 
Some of the old 
families of northern Virginia exhibit 
with pride the original deed from Lord 
Fairfax to thqir ancestor’s lands. The 
old ch< st in which Lord Fairfax kept 
his money and valuables has been for 
many years in the vault of one of the 
banks of Winchester. 
Historic points of interest in and 
near W inchester include:

Fight Poison with Poison 


**Bdfctonr-(Aa*)-~Harvard 
Univer- 
aUyVibu-United ;States Army, and the 
United‘Fruit company are cooperat­ 
ing through the Antivenin Institute of 
America to maintain “the largest and 
most modem 
snake 
village in the 
world" in a war against snake poison­ 
ing. 
The village, which has a capacity of 
5000 scaly inhabitants, is at Tela, 
Honduras. Dr. Afranio do Amaral of 
Brazil is director. He recently made 
a flying trip from Central America to 
lecture before the Harvard School of 
Public Health. 
The village is a concrete walled en­ 
closure, roofed with palm leaves, and 
containing 16 houses divided into three 
apartments each with two shallow 
drinking basins. 
There the vonow is extracted from 
the captives, and shipped to Glenolden, 
Pennsylvania, 
where 
horses 
are 
gradually inoculated with it. 
Their 
immunized Wood makes a serum which 
is used to protect human life from 
the venom of snake bites. 


The 
ycllow-chin 
or 
fer-de-lance 
is the most common of the danger­ 
ous snakes of that section. There is 
also the eyelash snake, 
or 
horned 
viper; the cascebla rattler, and the 
coral snake. 
The Institute also has a station at 
San Antonio, Texas, which is aided 
by the army, and this 
station cap­ 
tured 
4,000 rattlesnakes 
in a four 
months period last fall. Seventy-two 
bites were reported to the station in 
a three months 
period, 
and 26 of 
bitten were given the serum. 
None 
of these died but 35 per cent of those 
not treated died. 
The principles of antivenin treat­ 
ment were developed by the state of 
Sao Paulo, Brazil. 
There the anti­ 
venin is distributed to the farmers 
but Dr. Amaral believes the best 
means of distribution here is through 
the drug stores. In Brazil hunters or 
cattle riders in snake infested terri­ 
tory may obtain small syringes con­ 
taining the serum.
